What have I been doing all these 
weeks of perfect silencer Certainly 
not wasting them in idleness. 
Oh, no ! I have been making better 
use of them than that, and in what 

way? Well, I bare absented myself 

from Detroit, hence the. simple i 
of my having not written. Since my 
return, I have been out very little, 
and met comparative! v few deaf per- 
sons, and from them i have failed to 
learn anything concerning deaf-mutes 
here worthy of Special mention, with 
the exception of a few remarks, which 
I will leave for the latter part Of this 

article. Meanwhile, with Editor Hodg- 
son's permission, I will endeavor to 
describe my trip through Canada last, 
month, and part of this, which is 
quite interesting, and may, I think, in- 
terest those who have never visited 
Canada, especially the parts of it, 
where its beauty cannot fail to attract 
toe observant eye of any visitor. As 
a novelist would begin a tale, I begin 
my description of both my trip and 
the places I visited. If place* euiild 
speak, they would describe people far 

better than people can describe place*. 

No two persons agree together in 
giving an account of a country, of 
natural scenery, or a city, and ! hough 
we may read the most accurst 
scriptions of a [dace, and vividly pic- 
ture to ourselves of what we have 
never seen, yet when we are at last 
upon the spot, we then fully realise 
we know nothing about, if, and we 
loudly blame the author, whose word- 
painting is so palpably false. And 
such a fate my own description may 
ritb when some of you come to 
investigate it yourselves. But remem- 
ber I am speaking from personal ob« 

serration, not from a mere prompt- 
ness, which is .sometimes called 
" Imagination." 

People, as you well know, will al- 
ways think of place* as being lull of 
{loetry, if they are in love ; as being 
leautiful if they are we|| ; hideous if 
they are ill; wearisome If they arc 
bored ; and gay if tiny are making 
money. For instance, Constantino- 
ple and the Bosphorus are no l 
tions to this g e neral rule. People, 

who live there, are sometimes well 

and sometime* 111, sometimes rioh and 

sometimes poor, sometime* in love 
with themselves and sometimes in 
love with each other. But enough of 
rny sentiments for the present.
